coast, 
while W. H. Lyford, 
vice president of the Chicago & East­ 
ern Illinois, with which the commis­ 
sion has proposed to group the Mis­ 
souri Pacific, said his road should be 
thrown into association 
with some 
eastern system, such as the Pennsyl­ 
vania or New York Central. 
Daniel Upthegrove, president of the 
St. Louis-Southw’estern, 
condemned 
the tentative grouping of his road 
with the Missouri-Kansas-Texas. St. 
Louis-San Francisco and other lines, 
as the commission has proposed. 
Such a merger would reduce compe­ 
tition 
in 
transportation 
service to 
Texas points, ho said, divest the St. 
Louis-Southwestern of it3 
connec­ 
tions with eastern lines and endan­ 
ger its earning power. He favored a 
change in the tentative plan to place 
his road in the group which includes 
the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific, 


or with the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe. 
Mr. Bush approved the scheme of 
the commission to include the Chica­ 
go and eastern Illinois with the Mis­ 
souri Pacific, but contended that the 
policy of his road in the past had 
been to build up traffic in conjunc­ 
tion with the Denver and Rio Grande
